Hereas foꝛ many weightie cauſes much concerning the good of this Kingdome , Wee lately (eff 
"| fozth ſeuerall Wꝛittes offumimons to the Lozds Spirituall and Tempozall of this Realme, and 
foꝛ the election of Knights, Citizens and Burgefſes in all the parts of this kingdome, to haue 
made their apparance at Dublin vpon the third day of November now next enſuing, At which 
tune by the Royall licence and authoꝛitie of our Gracious Soueraigne Lozd Ring Charles, Mee 
5 intended to haue begun, and fo to haue continued and held a Parliament, therein by the aduiſe of 
„ 11 tbe Loꝛds and Conunons of this Realmeto haue conſalted ofthoſe things which might con⸗ 
(| N cerne the honour of God and of our Ring. and the good ſafety and pꝛoſperitie of this kingdome: 
65 q T4 which Parliament was ſo ſummoned by Us vpon the Receipt of the gracious Letters and ins 
Bos, ructions of our ſad Soucraigne Lord the King.intunating his Mateſties pleaſure that a pars 
_ — lament ſhould be ſummoned to begin vpon the ſaid day. But ſince that time looking moze nar⸗ 
rowiy into the Statutes of this Kingdome,and into his Pateſttes inſtructions, We haue found a miſtaking by Us, Fozby 
the Statute made Decimo Henry. commonly called Poynings Act, and by another Statute made 3. & 4. P hillip. & Mar. expoun⸗ 
dig and crplayning the doubts conceiued vpon that tozmer act, an abſolute fozme of ſummoninga Parliament in this kings 
doe is pꝛeltribed. which muſt be thus, That firſt the Loꝛd Deputy and Counſellof this kingdome make a Certificate from 
hence to his Maieſtie vnder the great Seale of this kingdome of ſuch Acts as they would offer to his Mateittes conſiderati⸗ 
on, with the reaſons and mottues of the ſame to beenacted here, which Acts ſo pzopounded,mulſt be returned backe hither 
vnder the great Seale of England, appꝛoued oꝛ altered by his Maieſtie as by his Highueſſe ſhall be thought fit, together with 
bis Maieſties licence foꝛ ſummoning ot a Pariiament; And then and not befoꝛe, the ſummons foz aParltancatoughtto 
iſſue, Aud it ts expꝛeſly pꝛouided by thoſe Lawes, That ik a Parltament ſhall be ſummoned and held in any other manner 
chen with thoſe due preparations p2eſcribed, That all which ſhalbe done therein. ſhall be vtterly voyde. And his Mates 
[ties inſtructions were with reference vnto fitting pꝛeparations to be made fo2 the parliament intended, which in theie cir- 
tu nſtances haue fapled, And Wee are allo fully ſatiltied, That no adiournement can cure this miſtaking, ſeeing the ſum⸗ 
mons of the Parliament fayleth in the very ground thereof, ' Wherefoꝛe, leaſt that great Aſſembly ſhould be fruiteleſſe at 
the day appointed, oꝛ ( Which were much wozſe ) leaſt all which ſhould be done therein ſhould be voyd.as by the expꝛeſſe Let: 
ter ofthe Lawes afozeſatd,they would haue beene. 
UUe the Loꝛd Deputie by the adutſe of the Leꝛds and others of his Maieſties pꝛiule Counſell, the Judges and Kings 
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Counſell at law of this Kingdome, haue reſolued, and doe by theſe pꝛelents publiſh and declare, That the meeting ok Par: 


llament at the day foꝛmerly appointed, is. and of neceſſitie mult be deferred vntill ſome other conuentent time, which ſhall be 
ſo ſoone as poſſible we ſhall be able to make thoſe pꝛeparations which are neceſſarily required to pꝛecede the ſummons of a 
Parliament as afozeſad , which we ſhall not fayle to expedite with all the ſpeede we can: wee hauing recetued an aſſurance 
from his Gracious Maieſtie, that he is willing and ready to giue his Noyall licence in this Cate and pꝛeſcribe a day certaine 
fo; the ſame, as ſoone as in a Legall foꝛmie we (hall haue made the due y.coarations afoꝛeſaid. wherecf we would that all 
thoſe whom it doth oꝛ may any wiſe concerne. doe take notice, and oꝛder themſelues and their affaires accoꝛdingly.
